3. aus, King of Hungaria: one ; ErmetS: upon 
'* the Holy Evangeliſts, the other upon the Alcoran. 
* Amurath departed with his Army againſt Scanderbeg > 
- not long after the Hungarian Clergy finding ar 
adyantage in the Turks abſence. Fulian the Cardr- 
al and the reſt of his Hopefu)-Brethren , perſwadeth 
King Vladilausto break the League, telling him no- 
thing could be . more fond or inconfiderate, than 
in their Couſultation ro have regard, ro their 
private profit only, and not to the Publick, with- 
out reſpect of Religion, Honeſty, or Conſciene Ce. 
Thus gerting the conſent of the King, the Cardinal 
abſolved him, who after March'd with a very great 
Army into the Turks Dominion. - Muniades being 
General, which Amurath hearing of, prepatedro meer 
'<m, and the Armies Engaged at the Field of Varna, 
where there wasa Bloody and deſperate Battle Fought, 
in which the Chriſtians had the beft for the moſt part 
of the Day ; ſo that Amurath- thought of-nothing bur 
Flight, and ſeeing the Chriſtian Enſ1gns oy with 
* the Crucifix, pluckt the Writing out of his Boſome, 
; Whercin the Late League was Compriſed,and holdin 
It up in his hand with his eyes caſt up ro Heaven Sai
